Washington, D. C., July 7.—-[Special.}—By 
a vote of 38 to 28 the Senate passed the re- 
vised Dingley tariff bill a few minutes before 
5 o'clock this afternoon and immediately 
thereafter adjourned, after appointing the 
usual conferees. The passage of the bill by 
the Senate was of course a foregone conclu- 
sion, the only question being as to the.size 


‘of the Senate did not vote at all. In making 
an analysis of the vote it is necessary to 

note the fact that eight Republicans were 
paired with as many Democrats. Counting 
them, the vote on the tariff bill would really 
de 46 yeas, 36 nays, and 7 present and not 
voting. making a total of 80, which is the 

full membership of the Senate in view of the 
vacancy from Oregon. The full Republican 
‘strength of 43 votes was recorded for the 
- 
To this number were added two independ- 

ent Senators, Jones of Nevada and Mantle 

of Montana, both silver Republicans and 

McEnery of Louisiana, the protectionist 

Democrat who has all along announced his 

intention of voting with the Republicans. 

With the exception of the Louisiana man 
the Democrats all recorded in the opposition. 

With thém also voted Cannon, the Utah su- 
ver Republican; and two Populists, Harris. 
of Kansas and Turner of Washington, both. 
new men. There were seven independent 
Senators who refrained from voting entirely. 
Four of these—Allen of Nebraska, Butler of 
North Carolina, Heitfeld of Idaho, and Kyle 
of South Dakota—have always been classed 
as Populists. Pettigrew of South Dako- 
ta, Stewart of Nevada, and Teller 
of Colorado also refrained from 
voting. These last three are classed as sil- 
ver Republicans. The summary, therefore, 
shows that the tariff bill was passed by the 
votes of 48 Republicans, 2 silver Republicans, 
and 1 Democrat. ‘The opposition was made 
up of 88 Democrats, 2 Populists, and 1 silver 
Republican. Four Populists and three sil- 
ver Republicans refrained from voting. 


Lacking in Dramatic Interest. 


As the Senators who did not vote are 
necessarily considered in the opposition, the 
real majority of the tariff bill was just three 
votes, which shows the narrow margin on 
which this great revenue proposition has 
been carried through the Senate. 

The passage of the Dingley tariff bill 
through the Senate was entirety lacking in 
dramatic interest, and in this respect was 
in marked contrast to the passage of the 
Wilson bill through the same body three 
years ago. Then the final vote was taken 
at night and the big men of the Senate ex- 
plained their votes at considerable length 
and with unusual feeling. Today the de- 
bate proceeded more or less in a humdrum 
fashion under the five-minute rute, with 
_eecasional calls of the roll and viva voce 
votes. The weather was intensely hot and 
the members of the Sénate were anxious to 
get away. The agreement made last night 
was that no important amendments should 
be offered; therefore the opposition relaxed 
its vigilance and allowed the proceedings 
to terminate in a vote several hours earlier 
than had been anticipated. 

The announcement of the conclusion of 
the long debate had the result of crowding 
the public galleries, and there was a notable 
accession in the attendance of ladies. their 
summer dresses adding a picturesque ele- 
ment to the scene tn the Senate Chamber. 
It was a notable fact that although half a 
dozen foreign countries have protested vig- 
orously against the passage of the tariff 
bill and have declared that it will cause 
strained relations to a degree even beyond 
those produced by the McKinley bill, yet 
the diplomatic gallery was entirely vacant. 
Not a foreigner put in an appearance during 
the afternoon, and, in fact, the majority of 
the diplomatic corps had already swung. 
away to the seaside and to the mountains, 
entirely ignoring the fact that the Senate 
was pounding away on a tariff bill which: 
had for its avowed purpose the raising of 
the bars against the imporiation of foreign 
products.

Miss Addams’ paper was an earnest plea 


for different treatment of the children of 
the foreign emigrants who are put in the 
primary schools in this country. She urged 
that under the present system the precious 
few years which they get in the schools be- 
fore they are taken out and put to work is 
spent in the teaching of rules which they 
do not know how to apply and learning the | 
names of systems whose meaning they are | 
never in the least taught to grasp. She said 
her observations were confined to the chil- 
dren of the Italian colony lying directly east 
of Hull House in the Nineteenth Ward in 
Chicago, though what is true concerning 
them, she said, is true with certain modifi- 
cations concerning the children of Chicago's 
large Bohemian and Polish colonies. ‘She 
holds that even the primary schools should 
r- to give the child's experience a social 
value. 


She sketched the out of school life of the 


little peasants in this country and the pa- 
thetic dependence of the family upon the 
child as interpreter, which the schools no 
more than the streets are coping with.

Dr. Bell said when the first deaf child was 
taught to speak, 200 years ago, it was her- 
alded as an attempt to duplicate the mir- 
acles of Christ. Other ancient traditions 


were related as to such attempts and their 
results, and thé failure of the efforts because 
intolerance compelled their abandonment. 
The speaker then showed how the sign lan- 
guage had been conventtonalized into char- 
acters which represented words and letters, 


Miss Lillian Byington of Molins, III., dur- 
ing the Session of the music department, 
read a paper on the “ Developmeht of 
Rhythm.” She said in part: 

Music is composed of two great factors 
rhythm, or time, and tune. Rhythm, the 
guardian not only of music but the uni- 
verse; tune, consisting of different sounds 
rhythmically produced.

TITION SIGNED BY 20,000 RIDERS.

Commissioners bet @ Date to Listen to 


the Arguments of the Wheelmen 
and Their Representatives—Mayor 
Harrison, It Is Said, Will Act as 
Their Spokesman at the Next Meet- 
ing—Associated Cycling Clubs’ Cel- 
ebration at the the Paria Wheel Park. 


A strong combination of wheelmen are 


about to start a crusade in favor of. build- 


ing a bicycle speeding track in the south- 
eagt corner of Lincoln Park. It is pro- 
posed that the track be built kite shaped 
about, the ball field one-third of a mile in 
ci erence. The estimated cost is $35,- 


000. . 

A committee of three from the ed 
Cycling Clubs called on the Lincoln Park 
Commissioners yesterday and presented a 
petition signed by 20,000 bicycle riders ask- 
ing that the board consider the proposition. 
It ig asserted that Mayor Harrison has con- 
sented to appear before the next meeting 
of the board and make the plea in favor of 
the “scorchers.” Other prominent wheel- 
men interested fn the project are Alderman 
Harlan, Alderman Maltby, Alexander H. 
Revell, dnd Granville W. Browning. 

The most serious obstacle in the way of 
the plan is the fact the Park board is short 
of funds and $100,000 in debt, as a legacy 
from the Altgeld administration. 

The board voted yesterday in favor of 
hearing. the arguments to be advanced by 
Mayor Harrison and others at the next 
meeting, and it is said if any means can be 
devised.to raise the money the majority of 
the board will be in favor of the project. 
In the meantime the wheelmen are hopeful 
and enthusiastically in favor of the speeding 
track, which, they say, is d needed 2 
the North Side.

Frederick W. B. Spencer, one of the editors 
of the Referee, died yesterday. Mr. Spencer 
was born in England thirty-six years ago, 
and had lived in this country for ten years. 
He was an ardent wheelman, but owed no 
allegiance to any local cycling organiza- 
tion. He was one of the most versatile and 
best-educated men engaged in cycling news- 
paperdom. His wheeling poetry was copied 
allover the world. His special writings and 
poems were signed with the nom de plume 
Tommy Dod,’ and many a hearty laugh 
he provoked in relating the humorous epi- 
sodes that happened to “ Augustus” and 
„Belinda.“ 

He was a satirist, possessed of a deep fund 
of rich humor, and was an entertaining 
talker, well versed in all topics from Sanskrit 
to bicycle brazing. Mr. Spencer was edu- 
cated in England, When he was graduated 
|. fifteen years ago he had the distinction of 
| preparing the essay of his class and had md 
| honor of being given his diploma by W. E. 
| Gladstone. 

Mr. Spencer was a Buffalo newspaper man 
before coming to Chicago to accept a posi- 
tion on a local daily. He, three years ago, 
occupied a position on Cycling Life. He 
also had an editorial position on a Minneap- 
olis paper before joining the staff of the 
Referee. He was gifted with the faculty 
of making and retaining friends, of whom 
he possessed a large following. 

His death resulted from congestion of the 
lungs, brought on by the recent hot spell. 
He took a cold bath, which superinduced the 
sickness which caused his untimely demise. 


It is now reported there is little probabil- 
ity of the Associated Cycling Clubs sending 
u delegation te the national meet of the L. 
A. W. in Philadelphia next month. Owing 
to the depléted condition of the association 
treasury the project of having an official 
representative present at the big event has 
been . practically abandoned, — gh 
many of the delegates are preparing to go 
anyway.

|THE SENATE AND THE TARIFF BILL. 


Yesterday the Senate passed the tariff 
bill, which has been in its possession a little 


over three months. It reached that body 
April 1, and was referred to the Finance 


committee, which reported it back May 4. 


Since much of the work put in on the bill 
by the committee was spent in vain the 
bill would have gone to the President two 
or three weeks sooner if the Finance com- 
mittee had not tried to do so much. 


All things considered, the bill has been put 


through the Senate as speedily as could be 
expected. The Republicans have not a ma- 
jority there, and have had to proceed with 


caution and tact. Any unwise move on 


their part might have precipitated a dis- 


cussion and controversy which would have 


delayed the passage of the bill for weeks. 


‘Since the sickness of Senator Aldrich 
forced him to stop work the tariff bill has 
been looked after chiefly by Senator Alli- 
son, and to him is due in great part the 
comparatively speedy progress, which has 


been made. His thorough knowledge of 


the subject, combined with his patience 

and unshaken good temper, has been of 

the greatest value in piloting the tariff bill 
through the Senate. 

The Republicans resolved that as far as 

they were concerned no time should be 

wasted in speechmaking. They kept their 


agreement pretty faithfully, though it was 


hard for some of them to refrain m 


answering the misstatements made by. the 


opponents of the bill. But on the whole, 
the Democrats behaved very well, consider- 
ing what they could have done. 

If only a few of them had chosen to take 
advantage of the opportunities the vicious 
rules of the Senate afford they could have 


held up the bill indefinitely. The probabili-— 
ties are that the Democrats appreciate the 


fact that a great majority of the people 
want a tariff bill which shall give the gov- 
ernment more revenue enacted without un- 
necessary delay, and that it would be ex- 
eeedingly impolitic to antagonize public sen- 
timent. 

While the Senate has acted more rapidly 
than in 1890, ör in 1894, yet there is cause 
for regret that it did not make more 
progress, since it was so apparent that every 
day of delay deprived the government of 
revenue it needed. The importers have 
been bringing in tens of millions of dollars’ 
worth of wool, sugar, and manufactured 
goods in anticipation of the levying of 
higher duties. If the Senate had acted as 


promptly as the House the revenues of the 


government for the present fiscal year 
would have been about a hundred millions 
greater than they will be.

| ports still continue. The House will non- 


concur in tie Senate amendments at once, 
and the bill will go to a conference commit- 
tee. That committee ought to be able to 
get through in a week, for the only amend- 
ments which can cause delay are those to 
the wool and sugar schedules, There will 
be some debate in the Senate on the report 
of the conference committee, but making 
allowance ker everything the last week of 
this month should see the bill in the Presi- 
dent's hands. 


THE COUNCIL AT IT AGAIN. 
The proceedings of the Council on 
Wednesday night were marked by the usual 
subserviency to the wishes of a corporation 
which wants something and is willing to 
pay for it. 

When Mayor Swift had in his hands the 
General Electric ordinance, passed last 
February, giving it the right of way on 
certain streets, using the underground sys- 
tem, he compelled the grantees to stipulate 
that they would use the grooved rail and 
would waive the right given by a previous 
ordinance to use’ the overhead trolley on 
some of its lines. The company was in a 
position where it had to yield to the Mayor, 
and it did so, but with reluctance. It could 
not have got its ordinance through over his 
veto. 

On Wednesday night Alderman O’Brien 
—a man with a record—introduced an or- 
dinance relieving the company of iis pledge 


system. The company asks for this on the 
ground that the sewerage and drainage 
systems are so imperfect that it cannot 
live up to its pledge. The real reason is, 
of course, that the overhead trolley is much 
the cheaper of the two—a million dollars 
or more. It will be easier to “ finance the 
road if the cost of the plant is reduced 
greatly. 

The motion to suspend the rules so that 
the ordinance might be considered at once 
was carried by a vote of 44 to 21. Some of 
the Aldermen ¢alled attention to the fact 
that the franchises granted by the ordi- 
nance of last February were based on con- 
sents given by property-owners, who stipu- 
lated that only the underground system was 


challenged “any man here to give me a 
single reasoi why these rules should be 
suspended which can appeal to a business 
or an honest man.” : 

The gang Aldermen sat dumb until the 
roll was called, and then they answered 
ne well-trained creatures in the affirma- 
tive, just as they did when they passed the 
Commonwealth Electric ordinance over the 
Mayor's veto.

THE JURY COMMISSIONERS. 

The law enacted at the last season of the 
General Assembly, which requires the Cook 
County Judges to choose “ three competent 
and discrect clectors, and who shall not be 
chosen on account of party affiliation,” to 
serve as jury commissioners, has been 
complied with by the Judges. They have 
selected William J. Onahan, Major Red- 
dington of Evanston, and Frank E. Spoon- 
er. One of the three is a Democrat and the

When they have done that their hard work 
will be at an end. It is estimated that for 
one reason or another about 133,000 elect- 
ors are exempt from jury service. But that 
leaves about 247,000 whose names must be 
put on the lists by the commissioners. Itis 
assured that those lists will supply jurors 
for four years. 

It has been intimated that the constitu- 
tionality of the jury commission law is to be 
challenged. If that is the fact, then the 
sooner it is tested the better. 
any possibility of the Supreme Court setting 
the law aside then the question should be 
settled before indictments have been found 
by grand jurors drawn under the new law, 
and civil and criminal cases disposed of by 
petit jurors drawn under it.

Ex-Senator David Bennett Hill fu His 
Fourth of July Oration Talks ~* 
of Hard Times. 


The New York Sun quotes from ex-Senator 
Hill's Fourth of July oration at Oswego, 
N. Y., as follows: 

*“‘ I realize as keenly as any one the burdens 
and sufferings which pertain to the present 
hard times, the continued depression which 
affects all business, the difficulty of obtain- 
ing remunerative employment, and the hard- 
ships which are constantly imposed upon 
the extremely poor and those in moderate 
circumstances. But while regretting these 
conditions, which have unfortunately come 
upon the country about every quarter of a 
century since our existences as a nation, and 
which are not confined to this country alone, 
but exist largely everywhere, I beg to re- 
mind you that they cannot be alleviated by 


but false theories of their cause, by attack- 
ing those in official station, by arraying class 
against class, by railing against capital, or 
by sowing the seeds of public discontent. It 
is in such times as these that demagogues 
thrive; it is in just such times that they 
should be shunned. Their denunciations, 
their appeals, and their sophistries afford no 
genuine relief, but only aggravate the situa- 
tion. They are utterly powerless for good 
but potent for mischief. They can lead men 
astray, but they cannot correct a single 
real or imaginary grievance under which 
men suffer. They are usually possessed of 
glib tongues, and while profuse with honeyed 
words in their professions of friendship for 
the cause of labor have never been known to 
contribute one idea toward the solution of 
labor’s great problem, or to recommend, aid, 


for the amelioration of workingmen or the 
advancement of their welfaré. 

It is strange, indeed, and the times must 
be out of joint when such men can find 
listeners and secure a following among 
reputable workingmen and intelligent 
farmers. It is a time for plain words. There 
is too much demagogism abroad in the land; 
there is too much false doctrine taught per- 
taining to governmental functions; there is 
too much encouragement of the spirit of 
socialism and all that it implies, including 
communistic and chimerical schemes for a 
Social Democracy,’ so-called; there-is too 
much toleration of disrespect for courts and 
constituted authorities; there is too much 
clamor for class legislation; there is too 
much inculcation of the idea that men can 
become rich without effort, by the mere 
flat of the government, instead of earning 
wealth in the good old-fashioned way; and 
there is too much attention paid to cranks, 
blatherskites, and political adventurers, en- 
titled to no consideration, but who seem to 
have obtained the public ear, and are seek- 
ing to. pull down the pillars of society.

Alaska’s New Governor. 
John Green Brady of Indiana, who has 


been appointed Governor of Alaska, has 
had an interesting and romantic career. 
To the best of his knowledge he is a native 
of New York City. He never knew his 
parents nor the name they gave him, if any. 
He grew up a veritable street arab in the 
utmost poverty. In 1860 he was sent to 
Indiana with a carload of waifs as miserable 
as himself. 


The car reached Tipton, a county seat 


thirty miles north of Indianapolis, and a 
number of the youngsters were committed 
to the care of residents. Judge John Green, 

a prominent citizen of the place, called for 
the “ugliest, raggedest, and most friend- 
less“ in the lot. Jack,“ as he was after- 
wards known, was promptly presented, and 
at first the Judge, appalled at sd much mis. 
ery in bulk, was inclined to go back on his 
demand, but finally took the lad home to 
Mrs. Green. She was out of patience with 
her husband for his action, but the absolute 
destitution of the boy appealed to her, and 
she got down to the real boy by a process of 
thorough cleaning.

Des Moines, Ia., July 7.—[Special. ]—Dele- 
gates representing the sound money Demo- 
crats of seventy-one counties of Iowa met 
here today and declared they would have 
nothing to do with the ticket or platform 
adopted by the Popocrats. They nominated 
the above full State ticket and pledged them- 
selves to stand by it and make a contest

Fred Lehman of St. Louis addressed the 
convention. In closing he predicted that 
the methods of the Popocrats, if carried out, 
would result in the Social Democracy pro- 
posed by Eugene V. Debs.

Rates for Like Organizations. 

The same reduced rates may be made to 
all points in association territory for meet- 
ings of similar organizations under the 
same conditions and rules. 

Little hope was held at the close of Tues- 
day afternoon's conference that the re- 
quest of the merchants would be granted. 
The opposition to it on the part of the prin- 
cipal roads was great, and when it was an- 
nounced at the close of yesterday’s meeting 
of the executive officers that it had been 
agreed to grant the request, though in a 
_mdédified form, much speculation was in- 
dulged in as to what caused the sudden 
change of position on the part of railroad 
managers. 

A prominent railroad official, who partici- 
pated in the meeting, said that, while the 
executive officers felt that the general pas- 
senger agents were right in refusing the re- 
| quest of the merchants, yet the managers 
of the road looked further than the passen- 
ger men, and took into consideration the 
fact that friendly relations should exist be- 
tween the railroads and merchants. A feud 
between the two interests, it was believed, 
would hurt both. It was their earnest de- 
sire to show the merchants that the rail- 
roads were anxious to treat them squarely 
and fairly and do all that could be reasona- 
bly done to maintain harmonious relations. 


To Avoid Discrimination. 

The reason that the rate was fixed at one 
and one-third fares for the round trip from 
all territory, he said, was that to make a 
rate of one and one-third fares from points 
east of the Missouri River and one fare 
plus $2 from points West of the Missouri 
River would have discriminated against 
such points as Omaha, Council Bluffs, St. 
Joseph, and other Missouri River points, 
and it was therefore deemed best to make 
the rate uniform all around. . | 

The real reason for the sudden flop of the 
railroad officials is believed to have been 
the fear of independent action on the part 
of some roads that were anxious to court 
favor with.the merchants, and it is probable 
that some inkling was had of the independ- 
ent action the Chicago Great Western took 
last evening. 

President Stickney of the Chicago Great 
“Western arrived in the city yesterday morn- 
ing to get acquainted with the situation, and 
during the day had conferences with rep- 
resentatives of leading business firms. He 
concluded that the modified proposition sub- 
mitted to the association roads the day pre- 
vious was fair and reasonable, and that 
there was no good reason why the rates and 
dates of sale demanded by the rchants 
for each of the four grand divisicns of the 
National Association of Merchants and 
Travelers should not be granted. 

He stated, however, that the same rate 
would be granted to similar organizations 
under the same conditions and rules. 

Chance for Other Cities. 

This means that President Stickney means 
to be as liberal with the St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis and Kansas City merchants as he 
would be with the Chicagu merchants, which 
is entirely satisfactory to the latter. 

The proposition of the Chicago merchants, 
which the Chicago Great Western adopted 
unchanged, is as follows: 

The National association is composed of four 
grand divisions, and for the meeting of each of 
these divisions the railroads are asked to sell 
ore age excursion tickets on the following 

tes: 

Division A, Aug. T and 9. 

Division B. Aug. 21 and 2. 

Division C, Sept. 4 and 6.

The rate to be one and one-third for the round 
trip on the certificate plan from points east of the 
Missouri River to Chicago; return limit, ten 


days. 
From points west of the Missouri River a rate 


of one fare for the return trip, plus $2; return 
limit, fifteen days. 
May Force Other Roads. 

No doubt is felt that the other roads will 
ultimately adopt the foregoing proposition. 
The Wisconsin Central is certain to do so 
within a day ortwo. This will compel other 
Chicago-St. Paul lines to meet the com- 
petition or suffer a serious loss of busi- 
ness. The Chicago-Missouri River lines 
will not be able to hold together under 
such circumstances for any great length 
of time. | 

The wholesale merchants of Chicago feel 
jubilant over the turn the affair has taken. 
They feel that the recognition of the Na- 
tional Association of Merchants and Trav- 
elers means much for Chicago’s business 
interests, and a revival of the jobbing trade 
of this city is confidently expected this fall. 
The only serious complaint the merchants 
have to make against the action of ‘the 
Western association roads is that they 
failed to fix selling dates for each one of the 
four grand divisions of the National asso- 
elation. Bach division they say is prac- 
tically an independent organization and 
entitled to the same consideration that is 
generally granted to other like bodies. 


PAMOUS BLYTHE CASE I$ REOPENED. 


Legal Entanglements Multiply in the 
Contest of Alleged Heirs to a 
Great Fortune. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 7.— [Special. 
The latest decision in the Blythe case has 
stirred the dry bones of that famous litiga- 
tion and caused a sensation in legal circles. 
But it seems probable that it will have no 
further effect. In fact, general belief is it 
will soon be set aside. At present the mat- 
ter is a tangle of technicalities that puzzle 

ven the lawyers. 

1 The decree handed down yesterday was 
signed by Judge Morrow of the United 
States Circuit Court. It was granted be- 
cause of the alleged failure of Mrs. Florence 
Blythe Hinckley, or her attorneys, to file 
within the proper time an answer to the 
cross complaint of the English heirs known 
as the Blythe company. It practically upset 
the numerous decisions giving the entire 
Blythe estate to Florence, the natural 
daughter of Thomas Blythe. It was the re- 
sult of a pecullar legal tangle. 

The Gypsy Blythes brought suit against 
Florence and the Blythe company in the 
federal courts to secure the entire estate. 
Action was taken in the United States court 
on the ground that the Blythe company was 
composed of English subjects, and hence 
the State. courts could not have jurisdiction. 
This suit was the very last of the many 
begun against the heiress after the State 
courts awarded her the estate. Later the 
Blythe company independently filed a cross 
complaint against Florence and the “Gypsy” 
heirs, os all the property left by 

as Blythe. 
ba was this bill that Florence failed to 
answer and in default the decree granting 
the plea of the English company was

EVANSTON’S CITY CLERK ARRESTED 


IN RAID ON DISORDERLY HOUSE. 


Clad in Duck and Wearing a Broad 
Palmetto He Is Found, Like a Ring- 
master, on a Table Dirccting Men 
and Women in a Dance When the 
Police Swoop Down—Goes Scot Free 
—The Suburb Is Scandalized—Story 
ot the Raid. 


City Clerk Bogart of Evanston, in a duck. 


suit and broad palmetto hat, stood like a 
ringmaster on a table enthusiastically di- 
reoting the male and female dangers in a 
midnight orgy in a disreputable house in 


Evanston on Tuesday night when the police 


swooped down on the place and arrested the 
carousers. Bogart, with the rest, was ar- 
raigned before Justice Levere at a day- 
break session of the police court 

on admitting his guilt was liber- 
ated after one of the women in the party 
had been fined $50 and costs for disorderly 
conduct. All the others, except the one 
woman ‘fined, went scot free. 

Those arrested, besides Bogart, were: 

Mary Froelich, keeper of the house. 

Miss Froelich, inmate. 

J. M. Thomas, alias John James. 

J. J. MeCauley, alias J. B. Brown. 

David Watson.

Bogart was roundly denounced by Evans- 
tonians yesterday, and a petition, backed 
by prominent pastors of the suburb, for his 
resignation was predicted. 

Story of the Raid. 


The place where the orgy and raid oc- 
curred is 1415 Benson avenue. H. D. Bur- 
den, the owner of the building, had been 
suspicious of his tenants for some time. 
He had arranged with Mayor Dyche and 
Chief of Police Bartram for a raid on the 
place when he gave the signal. He blew 
a police whistle about 2 o’clock Tuesday 
night and soon a wagonload of bluecoats 
surrounded the house. 

When Captain Mersch and Sergeant Wal- 
dron entered the flat they found Bogart, in 
duck and palmetto, perched on a table in 
the middle of the room and vociferously di- 
recting the dance in which the others were 


whirling. 
As soon as the police appeared the lights

were extinguished and the revelers made 


a dash for the door and liberty. Bogart 
got as far as the street door, but there the 
colored policeman on guard, who is a sort of 
a Sandow, picked him up by the nape of 
the neck and the slack of the trousers and 
pitched him into the patrol wagon. The 
others of the party were bundled in to keep 
him company, and the load was driven to 
the police station. 3 
Scene in the Police Court. 

Justice Levere was called out of his bed, 
but Bogart got an interview with him be- 
tore the trial began. The police insisted 
the City Clerk must be dealt with just as 
severely as the others, but Bogart got a 
promise from Proprietor Burden that he 
would not prosecute the others if Mrs. Froe- 
lich would plead guilty. So the plea was 
entered, the $50 fine imposed, and 
was dismissed. 

Captain Mersch said yesterday: 

“The City Clerk was the leader of the 
whole demonstration, and if he could have 
been publicly exhibited no one would com- 
plain of our action in bringing him along. 
With broad palmetto hat and duck suit he 
was perched upon a table, calling to several 
companions who were dancing about the 
room with the two women, At the back of 
the room was Watson, a Scotchman well 
known about Evanston, shouting Scotch 
poetry at the top of his voice and singing 
stanzas of Highland songs. The noise could 
be heard as far as the police station, and 
before the raid was made several of the resi- 
dents in the vicinity telephoned us to have 
this noise abated. Bogart, as he said, was 
showing his two friends the sights, and he 
had the whole circus: running for their 
amusement, while he stood like a ringmas- 
ter with a whip, giving instructions to keep 


it up and directing the program.” — 


One of the prominent men, of Evanston, 
after hearing of the affair, said: 

“Tt is too bad that Bogart should place 
himself so low. The same offense has been 
charged. against him before, and the higher 
city officials have gone to him and requested 
that he be careful as long as he held the re- 
sponsibility of the City Clerkship upon his 
shoulders. It is a disgrace and blot on the 
reputation of Evanston’s city officials.” 


CAPTURES A MEMBER OF DOOLIN GANG. 


Plucky Iowa Sheriff Brings in a Des- 
‘ perado Indicted on Three Counts 
for Murder. 


Ottumwa, Ia., July 7.—[Special.]—United 
States officers captured one of the notorious 
Bill Doolin gang near here today. The man 
caught is James H. Black. The Doolin gang 
robbed a train in Oklahoma after a long 
series of depredations and were captured by 
officers, but not until they had killed three 
Deputy Marshals. They were placed in jail, 
thirty in number, at Guthrie, and the par- 
ticulars of their escape by a sensational jail 
delivery are well known. Black was known 
to have relatives living a few miles from this 
city and the officers here were notified to 
look out for him. Deputy Marshal Wray 
learned that he had shown up at the home of 
his grandfather near Martinsburg, and he 
took a posse and went after him today. 
Trouble was expected, but Black was taken 
completely by surprise and was on his way 
to Ottumwa before he had the opportunity 
to get any assistance. Black admits that 
he is one of the men who escaped from the 
Guthrie jail, but claims to have no connec- 
tion with the gang. An indictment for Black 
on three counts for murder, however, 
been sent to the officers.

CITY RAILWAY OR YERKES MAY GET IT. 


Rumors on the Stock Exchange Credit 
One or the Other with Securing 
General Electric. 


The belief is generally held that the Gen- 
eral Electric ordinance will soon pass into 
the possession of the City railway or 
Charles T. Yerkes. There was a story on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday that Mr. Yerkes 
had already secured control of the General 
Electric franchise through J. P. Mogan & 
Co., and that one of the considerations was 
that the City Courici] should be asked to so 
amend the ordinance as to provide for an 
overhead trolley. 

There was another story that the City rail- 
way had secured control, that the lines 
would be built under the ordinance, and 
through the purchase of this the City rail- 
way would forever tie up the streets of the 
South Side against all future surface com- 
petition. 

If the City railway has secured control of 
the General Electric it has undoubtedly done 
so at a much greater expense than would 
have been entailed in the purchase some 
months ago. According to the story in cir- 
culation at the time the General Electric 
asked for an ordinance, the franchise was 
secured for the purpose of sandbagging the 
City railway in the interests of certain mem- 
bers of the City Council. It was said while 
the ordinance was pending an offer was 


made to the City railway to kill the ordi- [ 


nance or to pass it in the interests of the 
City railway for $50,000. This offer was re- 


by a party of politicians. 

As soon as the franchise had been secured 
‘the holders of the ordinance wanted $100,- 
000 and this was soon after advanced to 
$150,000. According to the story told at the 
time negotiations were under way in the 
early spring of last year for the sale to the 
City railway for $300,000. Later its value 
advanced, to $700,000. According to a later 
story the price was put up to $1,000,000, and 
now it is $1,500,000, 

The General Electric franchise only runs 
as far north as Jackson street, but if Mr. 
Yerkes should gain control of the ordinance 
it would be an easy matter to bring the 
lines into Dearborn street, at Van Buren, 
and run north in Dearborn to the river. 

The General Electric people all claim the 
franchisehas not been and will not be sold. 
They claim J. Pierpont Morgan has agreed 
to furnish all the money necessary for build- 
ing the road, and gay construction will be- 
gin as soon as the ordinance for the change 
in system becomes effective.

ARREST OF THE REY. PRANK LINES. 


Ex-Pastor of Ottawa Methodist Charch 
Charged with Abandonment— He 
and His Sen Deny Allegation. 


The Rev. Frank Lines, who was until 
nearly four years ago pastor of a Methodist 
church at Ottawa, III., was arrested and 
taken to the County Jail yesterday after- 
noon on a caplas charging him with the 
abandonment of his wife. The arrest was 
made by Bailiff Wainwright at 167 Dearborn 
street, the national headquarters of the 
Children's Home society. Mr. Lines has 
lately made his home at 512 Fiftieth street. 
The prisoner will be taken to Ottawa today 
to plead to an indictment for abandonment. 

The trouble between Mr. and Mrs. Lines 
has extended over a period of four years 
and has engaged members of the Rock River 
conference. In the present instance, as on 
former occasions, Mr. Lines and his two 
sons, who now live in Chicago, place all the 
blame on meddling residents of Ottawa, a 
few of whom are members of the ex-pas- 
tor’s congregation in that town. 4 

I am not guilty of wife abandonment,” 
said Mr. Lines last evening, as he peered 
through the bars at the jail. ‘‘I would be 
better pleased if notorfety could be avoided 
for the sake of my wife and children. Now 
that I am under arrest. however, I think it 
is due to myself that I state that my wife 
left me. Meddling persons have ill advised 
her.“ 

„Father is not guilty of the charge. 
against him, and were it not for a lot of 
tattling, interfering old women and a lot 
of long-eared, long-haired men at Ottawa 
he would not be where he is tonight.“ said 
Arthur F. Lines, a son of Mr. Lines, at 512 
Fiftieth street. My mother was unfor- 
tunate enough to become mentally deranged 
and was at one time an inmate of.an asy- 
lum. An improvement having been noted, 
she was released from the institution. Father 
and others, including members of the family, 
understanding her condition more thorough- 
ly than strangers, sought to secure her re- 
turn to the institution for treatment. . 

“Here is where the meddling element 
broke in. A pack of women in Ottawa un- 
dertook to influence my mother, and so well 
did they succeed that the separation now 
existing took place. She is not mentally 
strong, and my father and the rest of the 
family have to suffer in consequence of the 
actions of those men and women. } 

Since leaving the Rock River conference 
my father has done evangelical work, and 
when not.engaged at that has followed 
other pursuits as a means of livelihood.”

Attorneys read from Benjamin on Con- 
tracts, Cooley on Torts, and the Discipline 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
cited extracts from Hymns of the Church 
yesterday afternoon to Justice Foster to 
prove that John Brower, formerly a laborer 
in the First Methodist Church, was worthy 
of his hire and entitled to $150 for singing 
songs. Other attorneys read other chapters 


from the same book and everything in the | 


Discipline except the Service for the Bap- 
tising of Infants "’ and that for the Burial 
of Those Who Die at Sea” to prove that 
John Brower was not duly authorized by 
the elders and those in authority in the 
church and that his voice was the echo of 
sounding brass and tinkling cymbals. 

White-bearded deacons, who have been 
pillars of the church for forty years, shook 
their heads and said John Brower erred 
when he said the congregation of the First 
Methodist Church owed him 3150. But 
other white-bearded deacons, who have like- 
wise been pillars for the same period of 
forty years, shook their heads the other 
way and said John Brower was a righteous 
man and his voice was the voice of praise 
and that he was worthy of the $150 that 
he claimed, for it was his hire. 


Finds for the Precentor. 
Justice Foster quailed when the attorneys 
laid before him the Church Discipline. But 


he picked it bravely up as if it were the Re- 
vised Statutes of Illinois, and after reading a 


chapter On the Reception of Those Who 
Are Probationers into the Church declared 
that the songs that John Brower had sung 
to the congregation.of the First Methodist 
Church were of a legal value of $130, and 
decreed that the elders, the deacons, and 
the people of the church should pay the 

Ot the six members of the church board 
who hired John Brower three were in court 
yesterday to declare the righteousness of 
his cause. Of the six trustees who disap- 
proved of John Brower two appeared be- 
fore the bar of justice to say there was no 
merit in his plea. It was on the question 
whether six trustees could constitute a 
quorum with authority to hire a precentor 
that the legal battle raged. 


Testimony in the Case. 
Six members of the church board hired 
John Brower,” said Lawyer William C. 


Eakins, therefore he was properly hired.” 


Six members of the church board fired 
John Brower,” said Attorney Charlies Fran - 
ois, wherefore, your Honor, I must insist 
he was properly fired.” 

Deacon J. N. Francis was put on the stand 
and laid before the court the official records 
of the church, going back for twenty-five 
years, and showing that any number of the 
members of the board who assembled at a 
regular or called meeting constituted a 
quorum to do business. 8 

John Brower took the stand. In well- 
pitched, clear staccato tones he told how 
six members of the church board had con- 
tracted for his services. Then in measures 
agitato crescendo he narrated recitative 
how he had been told that he could not sing 
in the church, and the organist had been 
threatened with immediate dismissal if he 
were to play for Mr. Brower to sing.

Concerning this Mr. May said last night: 
“While there is a general good feeling

nas been some decided difference of opinion 
concerning financial matters. In the first 
place, the board is far too large. Five 
— . would be better than seven, and 
‘three would work better still. It is hard to 
find seven men who will agree as to policy, 
and misunderstandings are bound to occur. 
‘In the present case economy is absolutely 
necessary. 

Shortage Due to Old Beard. 

„ There is a shortage of 5100000. The old 
board squandered the money and we must 
make it up. The sinking fund of $39,000 has 
also been eaten up, and we must restcre it. 
‘The old board ran behind $50,000 last year 
and the appropriation was cut from $290,000 


to $160,000, and we don’t expect an increase 
„this year. In the face of all this it is foolish 


to keep bringing up new projects for spend- 
ing money.“

Wages of $4 and $5 a Day Offered by 
Kansas Farmers Do Not Tempt 
Men to Work. 


Topeka, Kas., July 7— 
farmers of Kansas probably never have 
been so short on harvest hands as they are 
now. It is impossible to obtain help enough 
to properly take care of the crop of wheat. 

The railroads have furnished free trans- 
portation to thousands of men, yet the de- 
mand is as great as ever. In the south- 
western part of the State wages have gone 
up to $4 and $5. 8 

In Sumner, Cowley, and other counties 
hundreds of girle and women have hired out 
as harvest hands at $2 and $3 a day. The 
women do not make so much progress with 
the heavy sheaves as do the men, but it is 
said they stand the excessive heat better. 
In many cases the women operate the bind- 
ers, and the lead teams on the machines 
generally are handled by girls. The wom- 
en make all the trips to town to buy the 
provisions.
